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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1/8/09 have been 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicants assert that expanding groove "30" of WO '541 would eliminate contact of ribs "25" with the 
sides of the groove, thereby damaging the seal taught by WO '541 and destroying an object of the invention (par. 41 , 48). However, the 
passages cited by Applicant are primarily directed to the welding technique of sealing the plates, to which the invention of WO '541 is not 
limited as previously asserted by the Examiner. Further, there is no express "teaching away" from decreasing the contact between the 
sides of the groove and the ribs. Finally, it is believed that the sealing techniques of WO '541 and Fujii et al. are not incompatible with each 
other and incorporating the seal structure of Fujii et al. into WO '541 would not "destroy" WO '541 . As suggested by Fujii et al., providing a 
larger groove would prevent the bonding agent from being forced out, which would be advantageous in the structure of WO '541 for at least 
the reason that manufacturing would be simplified. 
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
